Constitution or Forests. — In auauion to the Hing^laj-lndrniia forest 
< referred to in the last report which has been demarcated witli kutcha 
pillars, about 25 miles of Jalore and Jaswantpura forests were 
brought under Forest conservanct', but as none of them have been 
regularly surveyed their area has not been added to the area under 
forest conservancy shown in the last year's report vts. 295 • 1 1 sqr. 
miles of Khalsa and 70*37 of Ji^ir. Of the total of 365*48 sqr. miles 
333*48 arc protected forests and 30 arc tin-classed or public 
forest land. 

M AN.tCiEMENT. — It is satisfactory to note that the whole of the forest area from 
Nana to Dipawas has now been brought under regular working 
plans. The other forests were as usual managed under provisional 
working plans. To facilitate the transport of forest produce from 
coppice coupes, the existing roads were duly repaired and Byi miles 
of cart road were newly constructed. 

Protection of Forests. — There was a slight increase in the forest offences 
but it is solely confined to illicit grazing and grass cutting which 
is attributed to the deficienc}* of pasture outside the forests. As 
compared with the average of the last 3 j’ears there has been a 
marked drop in the offences connected with fire as well ns those of 
unauthorised felling and removal of forest produce. The year was 
also favourable for fire protection, there being a substantial fall in 
' the number of fire occurrences and the area burnt. 

Sylviculture: — The rains being on the whole favourable, they helped in the 
germination of all sorts of species. Two new nurseries were 
established for rearing plants which were utilized for filling up 
blanks in forests. An important experiment connected with the 
propa^tion of lac whs tried. The seed lac having been imported 
from Rewah State, It6i3 trees of Dhak and Ber and 15 Bighas 
of Arhar crop were infected with it. The larvae are reported to 
have settled well, new incrustation of lac is said to have been 
formed. The “selection method” referred to in the last report, 
is being adhered to. 

Exploitation: — ^All the coppice coupes haring been sold standing to purcha- 
sers, the departmental agency had little work to do with the result 
that the output of timber and foci was considerably less than last 
year and there was a corresponding fall in both the departmental 
revenue and expenditure. The quantity of timber removed by the 
purchasers and right holders was in excess of the last year’s figures. 
But the purchasers removed more fuel in consequence of the closure 
of the permit-system whereas the right holders preferred timber to 
meet the growing demands of agriculture. 

Financial Results: — In consequence of the outbreak of plague which pre- 
vented the right holders from removing their full share of forest pro- 
duce the net revenue fell from Rs. 16,095 to Rs. 14, 603. The sale 
proceeds of major and minor produces contributed 71*5 and 21*5 
per cent, of the total revenue and the rest was realised from other 
sources. Of the expenditure 61 *7 p. c. was incurred on extension, 
constitution, improvements, protection, and exploitation and 38*3 
y on establishment charges. 

lrboriculture:— In addition to planting of trees in small ‘plots, the date 
tree which is calculated to scr\'e as a famine food was cultivated in 
the irrigated area at Oholcra Bundh. 833 flower and fruit plants 
were distributed free of char^ to the public and with a view to 
bring the nursery plants within easy reach of the people of Jodhpur 
’ City, a new nursery was opened at Bera Kesri Sing-ka-Jlialra.*^

200 cases of Forest offences in State Forests ajid 5 in Raipur Jagir Forests 
came under observation during the j-car as against 158 last year. The 
Increase is confined to the head illicit grazing and grass cutting in Godh- 
■irer Range where in some places, owing to deficiency of pasture outside 
the forests, the graziers and grass cutters stole iiito the forests. Out of 
them 2 cas^ were chalaned to Hakumats. Conviction was obtained in 
one, the other remained pending. The rest were settled on compensation 
by Forest OfEcials.

13 . The results of Fire conservancy were quite satisfactory. There 
were 4 occurrences, 3 in Godhwar and i in Sojut, burning 627 acres or ‘29 
per cent, of the area, 2, 14, 707 acres, over which protection was attempted. 
An amount of Rs. 350^/^ or Rs. i-i-ii per square mile was spent in this 
connection.

The Seed Lac was inported from Rewah State forests 
and 1613 trees of Dhak and Ber in Nana forest of Godhwar Range and 15 
Bighas of Arhar crop below Sardar Samand tank at Jhintarra village were 
infected. The larvae 'spread and settled well and were in health}' condition 
covered with new incrustations of Lac at the time of writing the report.
